YACHTING REVIVAL NEEDED. 


Why the American Cup Can Not B« 


Won at Present. 


The leading yachting article In the 


Field of London, of recent <latf. ha* 
the following InMTrwing remarks up^u 
the America's cup and international 
yarht racing in general. 


The pobJuon of that coveted trophy 


Is at the pr-sent time fairly se< ure, 
and we may add. unless a consider- 
able revival takes place in Britmh 
yachting, it is likely to remain so for 
a prolonged period. 
In making 


statement, we do not mean to 
any aspersion upon the great yacht 
designers of this country, for the rec- 
ord in the f.i-foot linear rating f-lass 
during the past season shows that Fife 
and Myline have been more than a 
match for Hc-rreshoff on level terms in 
boats of that sixe- under British Y. R. 
A. rules. 
The racing in the 52-foot 


class was merely a repetition of the 
America's Cup on a smaller scale, aad 
the all-important reservation that the 
conditions were in favor of the defend- 
ers undoubtedly obtained. 


The British designers were building 


under their own rules, racing in their 
own waters and they had had greater 
experience, or, to put it in another 
way. 
more practice in designing 52- 


footers than the Americas challenger. 
The result was favorable to the Brit- 
ish defenders. 


Conversely, in British challengers for 


the America's Cup. it is clear that the 
conditions arc such as to secure the 
success of the Americana. Hen-eshoff 
is practically unassailable in his own 
waters, he is building under his own 
rules, and he has undoubtedly had a 
wider experience cf 90-footers than 
any other designer. It is, therefore, 
only in the natural sequence of events 
that the result of the America's Cup 
should be favorable to the American 
defenders. 
Any attempt to start a 


rival 
international 
trophy 
in this 


country to attract American yachts to 
race in England should be looked upon, 
with contempt. Indeed, no yachtsman 
of experience would think of suggest- 
ing anything of the kind. 


There can be but one America's 


Cup. 
and we still hope the time will 


arrive when a British yachtsman will 
recover that prize. 


In the meanwhile it should be re- 


membered that if American yachts 
come over here to race they arc al- 
ways welcome, and it is signifirant that 
nearly every sailing match through- 
out the season is open to them. If wo 
had our vrish there would not be a 
single event ou the coast of Britain 
at which the entry of an American 
yacht would be refused, and we can 
imagine nothing tint would give a 
greater filip to British sport, or tend 
to maintain our yacht architecture 
at a high state of efficiency than to 
throw open tho King's Cup at Cowes 
to all comers and let tho best vessel 
win the prize without handicap or 
penalty. Unfortunately, these in auth- 
ority dissent from this view. 
Effic- 


iency has not been their watchword 
in yachting, and Britsh yarht rating 
has been allowed to decline. In 1904 
pud 19Q5 thp nppn R Y S nups at 
Cowes, similar events to the cup won 
by the schooner America in 1351, were 
again secured by American yachts— 
Ingcmar won in 1904, and Navehce 
in 1905—and it may be recorded that 
these vessels were not shells, but fine, 
comfortable 
cruising yachts.

len H. 'Knapp of- Portsmouth High 
School, just made public, contains 
some very interesting figures, some 
of which are given below. 


The report -was presented at 
the 


January meeting of the board of in- 
struction . 


The total registration for the la&t 


school year was 312 and there were 
sixty-seven 
non-resident 
students. 


Up to date thte year, the registration 


greater aixe mr« needed. Toe bo*rd 
of instruction on March 7. 1905. gave 
the principal of the High School au- 
thority to permit such gatherings as 
he deemed advisable in the assembly- 
hall. On Sept. 21, 1905. he was giv- 
en further authority to permit class 
receptions, with dancing. 
It 
was 


stipulated that Uieae receptions were 
to b« held only by Uw 
two upper 


classes, not oftener than once a 
month, that teachers must act as 
chaperones and that they continue no 
Inter than eleven o'clock. 


During the month* of September. 


October. November and 
December, 


1905, 
three entertainments and four 


receptions with dancing were held. 


Students except thoae of the three 


upper classes were not allowed to 
attend except on invitations counter- 
signed by the chaperones. The same 
rule applied to those not students of 
the school. 


It is concluded that school activi- 


ties are far more wholesome 
under 


these conditions than when they are 
not under the supervision of 
the 


faculty.

the library this jear have been a ten 
volume set of the Doubleday and 
Page "Nature Library" and a set of 
the Encyclopaedia Americana. 


The commercial 
department 
has 


conveniently arranged rooms and has 
se\en serviceable typewriters, 
three 


of them new this year. 


The possibility in the new building 


of having recitations in nearly all 
courses of study every day has re- 
sulted in more rapid advancement by 
the papila, 'while making home study 
imperative. 


Successes jn athletic and debating 


conrests are mentioned. The school 
has a strong athletic association, but

The
